$14,844. That is a heavy tax. Buti af- 
ter all, he will still have left $55,- 
000 for himself, so we need waste 
no sympathy on him. Having said 
that, the average advocate of soaking 
the rich dismisses the matter. 


But the important thing is not the 


effect 
on Mr. B. Look at it this 


way: Mr. B. has saved 
$50,000 in 


spite of the taxes. It is lying in the 
bank. He wants to invest it. He can 
get an industrial bond which iwill 
pay him 3 per cent. That will give 
him $1,500 a year. But that extra $1 - 
SCO will be taxed at a still higher 
rate. On that $1,500 he will have to 
pay G8.2 per cent or $1,023 in taxes 
He will have for himself only $477. 
That means less than 5 per cent in- 
terest. 


New, why should he invest money 


at 1 per cent when he can invest it 
m a public bond which will yield 
him from 2 1-2 to 3 per cent? In 
fact, he would probably not be will- 
ing to invest his money at 1 per 
cent at all, for there is always an 
element of risk in private invest- 
ment. A diop of three or four points 
m the bond would rob him of his 
interest for three or four years The 
upshot of all this is that Mr. B is 
out of the market as a private in- 
vestor.

MARCH OF TIME 


Five irvilllon home defense gar- 


dens, grov/Jng vegetables to be eat- 
en by the owners' families, is the 
goal set by Hoj't Paxton, president 
of the Men's Garden Clubs of Amer- 
ica for the campaign in which his 
organization is taking the lead. 


"Europe offers tragic proof that 


food is as vital to defense as are 
weapons," said Mr. Paxton. "Ev- 
ery country now at war has broken 
down in its efforts to keep the food 
supply at normal. When armies are 
in training and industry is forced 
to concentrate upon munitions, the 
problems of food transportation may 
become more difficult than those of 
food production. Home gardens pro- 
ducing food F. O. B. the kitchen 
door, help solve both these prob- 
lems." 


While production of commercial 


vegetables was in surplus last year, 
a different picture is likely to be 
developed by next summer, warned 
Mr. Paxton. 


Factories Drain Garden Labor. 
"Reports 
of curtailed market 


garden acreage are widespread," 
he said, "Higher wages, and short- 
er hours in factories are draining 
competent labor away from the 
market gardens, where the work 
days are long and there is over- 
time work without overtime pay. 
Vegetable seeds are much higher 
priced, and many are scarce. Those 
who take food abundance for grant- 
ed are likely to have unpleasant 
surprises." 
Each Men's Garden Club which 


belongs to the national organization 
has been asked to form a commit- 
tee on defense gardens, and a na- 
tional committee is being organized 
to coordinate their efforts. The fol- 
lowing program has been recom- 
mended to the defense garden com- 
mittees by President Fasten: 


1—To persuade every experi- 


enced Amateur gardener who 
has * suitably cultivate* f*r- 
den plot to grow vegetable? for 
family consumption. 


2—To offer your services as 


practical advisors to industries, 
clubs and municipalities, who 
plan to plow up vacant land 
for garden allotments to be cul- 
tivated in spare time by those 
lacking space at home. 


3—To discourage hysterical 


demands that established orna- 
mental plantings be turned to 
vegetable growing, or that gar- 
dens be made under conditions 
where failure is probable, 


4—To advise that flowers be 


planted to border the vegeta- 
bles, that thc beauty of public 
ornamental plantings be pre- 
served unmarred, and that de- 
fense gardens be made on the 
abundant supply of vacant laud 
which is well adapted to such 
purpose. 
"Our country Is preparing to de- 


fend itself from attack," said Mr. 
Paxton, "and every American has 
been called upon to contribute to 
the extent of his ability to that end. 


"Every home which has space in 


which vegetables can be gnnvn, 
can make an important contribution 
to defense, as in the years 1917, 
1918 
and 1919. In our view this help 


is even more needed, than it was 
then. 


"Since 1919 home vegetable gar- 


dens have been reduced by half in 
number and while commercial vege- 
table production has increased all 
this increase has been concentrated 
in the extreme south and west, from 
which green vegetables are shipped 
across the continent to the large 
centers of population. Market grow- 
ing near our large midwest and 
eastern 
cities has 
actually de- 


creased. 


"Where 93,139 cars were used in 


1917 
to transport fresh vegetables, 


excluding potatoes, to market, in 
1938, 248,062 cars were necessary, 
plus uncounted trucks. Any inter- 
ference with this high speed trans- 
portation, or with the labor supply 
in growing sections, will immediate- 
ly reduce supplies to our chief in- 
dustrial centers and mobilization 
camps. 
"Obviously this is a most danger- 


ous situation, from a defense point 
of view. 


"Home gardeners will turn to 


vegetable production by the mil- 
lion if attention is called to tho 
need for their help. But there is no 
time to be lost. Vacant land, in 
favorable locations, must be allot" 
ted. Soil preparation should be be- 
gun as early as possible, and seed 
sown by next April, otherwise the 
opportunity to strengthen our food 
front will have been lost, and the 
emergency may be upon us."

Those were the speculative ques- 


tions that arose, while Dr Stanley con- 
tinued his exploration of the crystal 
bits that caused illnesses of plants. 
The tobacco .plant, with mosaic dis- 
ease, was the first to yield large 
amounts of a crystalline protein pos- 
sessing all the characteristics of the 
infective agent of disease. Since then 
a number of other plant viruses have 
been purified and many have been 
crystallized. 


Important human diseases are caus- 


ed by viruses, among them smallpox, 
infantile paralysis, rabies, psittacosis, 
fever blisters, epidemic encephalitis, 
yellow fever, and influenza. There is 
high hope that these virus studies 
will throw practical light on the na- 
ture of these ills, leading to their.: 
cure and control. The powerful elec- 
tron microscope, that magnifies 30,- 
000 to 200,000 times, probably will 
give scientists their first close-up looks 
at some of these giant virus crystal 
molecules.

Having no fear of being up in the 


air about anything that goes on here, 
I'd tae that $3 dirigible ride over 
the city. Having spent all of the 
first trip trying to figure out he 
screwy sreet system which is built 
on the fallacy that a circle is the 
shortest distance between two points, 
I'd take it over again to see the 
sights. 


I would spend at least five days 


doing all the things you can do for 
nothing (see the preceding column) 
and throw in the cultural visits to 
the Phillips, Freer, Corcoran and Na- 
tional art galleries. I would spend 
a quarter going up in the Capitol 
dome and at least 25 minutes be- 
fore the shrouded statue of Huey 
Long in the Hall of Statuary. For 
several months now this figure, drap- 
ed in sheets from head to base, 
has given the hall such a macabre 
air that even the Capitol guides turn 
aside and start talking about some- 
thing else when they come to it 


If I felt like staying up late, I'd 


barge into Washington's night life. 
It doesn't compare with many other 
cities' but it isn't exactly a blank. 
It ranges from a burlesque show, 
where you will see a lot of con- 
gressmen, to dancing and a floor show 
on the Shoreham terrace, where you 
will see a lot more congressmen. 


Somewhere along the line, I would 


eat a few good, if too-expensive meals. 
You probably can do better in New 
York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, and a 
dozen other cities—but it isn't every 
one of these that will give you ri- 
ver-front fish houses (such as Hall's) 
where President Grant and his cron- 
ies chomped over Chinicoteague oys- 
ters and politics; or steak houses (such 
as the OccidentaD where more po- 
liticians have hung their autographed 
photographs than ever the movie stars 
did in any chop joint in Hollywood. 


In other words, for tourists who 


must shake the dime bank or these 
who take a layer from the bulging 
bank account, Washington is a mecca. 
If you have any doubts about it,

Labor Department's Conciliation Service, 
and Its Fine Record, Now Caught in Middle 


O" 
WASHINGTON — The outfit caught 
n the middle, the . outfit that will 
till have to do all' the dirty work 
n keeping the peace in defense in- 
[ustry labor disturbances seems to 
>e the conciliation service in the De- 
partment of Labor. It's a little out- 
it, as government agencies go, with 
only 110 conciliators and a budget of 
only $325,000, plus ?80,000 defense mo- 
ney for this year. 


Its headquarters are in half a do- 


zen offices on the third floor of the 
..abor Department building. They're 
ust down a corridor from the of- 
ice of Madame Perkins herself, and 
while the secretary's suite is all 
wood panels and 
luxury in good 


taste, the conciliators worry along in 
offices 
undistinguished 
except 
for 


some of those art project oil paint- 
ings you find all over the labor build- 
ing. 


Head man of conciliation service is 


John R. Stcelman, quick 
moving, 


graying at 40, an Arkansas farm boy 
who has been both hobo and Harvard 
instructor. He has been a conciliator 
since 1934, head of the service for 
seven years, 


Patience Is The Word 


Stcelman's assistant is his legal ad- 


viser, young Carl R. Schodler, and 
across the hall from them are the 


cent success in strike prevention when 
ever the service can get to a dis- 
pute before the strike or lockout be- 
gins. It is after the strike begins that 
conciliation's job gets tough, and that 
is what has perhaps made the service 
record look bad on defense strikes 
since the first of the year. 


The strength and the weakness of 


the organization as now constituted 
is that it is entirely a voluntary ser- 
vice, functioning under the princi- 
ples of democracy. There is no com- 
pulsion that disputants in a labor 
controversy must call in a concilia- 
tor. The conciliator may be asked in 
by one side or the other to help 
settle a controversy, a threat of strike, 
a lockout or an actual strike. 


That is one big point of contention 


in the present scries of defense labor 
disturbances—should the conciliation 
service and the National Defense Me- 
diation Board be given authority to 
compel employer and employe to re- 
port thcri controversies, and compel 
them to call in mediators before the 
trouble begins, or in case of sudden 
flare-up, should these peace-making 
bodies have authority to put in ef- 
fect compulsory arbitration'.'

Their common characteristics are a na 
tural yen for this type of peace-mak- 
ing, 
trielessness, patience, absolute 


lack of temper and an ability to make 
friends and win the confidence of 
employers and employes. 


Keeping everlastingly at it is per- 


haps their one secret of success. They 
will work all day and all night—24 
27, 30 hours at a stretch if neces- 
sary, until they doggedly, politely 
wear down the stubborn resistance of 
hardheads. 


Nothing Succeeds Like Success 


Their success? Since 1913, when the 


service was established, they have 
been in on 27,000 situations involving 
22 million workers. Their batting 
average has improved every year as 
they gained experience. In 1940 they 
had 746 threatened strikes, and set- 
tled 709 of them before they reached 
a strike stage and without stoppage 
of work. The average of the last 
three years has been 9? tq 95 per
